There arc his 
tomatoes in grow, tfir passinn- 
fruit villi's tn tie up, fish tn 
faith, and stones io take out 
of the hillside — io h plit and 
to make inLo a le.rracc for the 
home he's made from all old 
rlnMik'honse.

After 2 1 
yean of married life, his wife 
died, and "Slrvo" — with that

graveyard at Spencer.

I'iinanuel i:. thi orlki.il d.iils 
mail courier, takes his job seri- 
ously, and at ail costs the mail 
must go through on time. It 
even went diruugh when he 
liad to deliver a baby on the 
ferry about six months ago. 

"It wasn't too bad," he re* 
members. "There was another 
woman passenger aboard at 
the time, and she helped. We 
pin the mother in the wheel- 
house -and then svrapped the 
baby in nrH'spaper."

Nobody wants to talk, any- 
way. Pension Day is a big, 
tiring day.

SIGNED off for the 
night at a Y.M.C.A. 
gym on Chicago's West 
Side, John Gillingham, 
a p h ysica] -education in- 
Jtructor from Australia, 
whistled cheerily down 
the dark alley to his bus 
stop. 

He slopped dead at a 

cross street. Advancing 

on either side of him 

were two teenage groups, 

switch-blades drawn, 

bicycle chains swinging. 

It was a "rumble,'' a gang 
fighL. 

John's knee! burkied — but 
he strode up id one gang and 
demanded toughly, "What's 
going on, you guyi?" 

"One of (hat bunch squashed 
our table-tennis ball at thr "Y* 
tonight," he was told. 

Around the clenrhitl fist of 
the 15-year-old spokesman was 
a "rumble belt' — a lethal 
strip of leather from, which 
rivets protruded. 

John dashed hark to the 
Y.M.C.A. cluhrnoms in collect 
the hrothrr of one of the gang. 

"And there in the middle of 
the street,'' John recalls, "'the 
brother, two caug Iradrrs, and 
I held a summit conference, 
and the dispute was settled." 

John Gilb'ngbain has just 
completed two years' work at 
Duncan ' V" among the young 
gangsters an ihr sluinnry side 
of Chicago, and be spoke about 
it in a quiet Pitt Street office 
of the Sydney V.M.CJV, 
where the good- looking M- 
year-old is Director of Physi- 
cal Edacation.

Explaining Duncan's loca- 
tion in Chicago, John drew a 
oiap showing it encircled by 
ghettoes of Greeks, Italians, 
Puerto Riraro, Negroes, and 
Southrrn "poor whites." 

These isolated prejudiced 
communities, hr says, tend to 
seal off thrir territories. "(}ut- 
itdeTs" stepping over a cer- 
tain kerb, a line chalked aciuss 
a footpath, invite attack. 

From the densely populated 
alums of the West Side come 
2000 young inhabitants to use 
Duncan's facilities — the swim- 




ming-pool, gym nasi 1 1 ins. courts, 
and running track. 

Five storeys high, two city 
blocks long, it is the largest 
"Y" in the world. 

Duncan's effort to reform 
teenage gangs is an inspiring 
one. 

Is it succeeding? 

"Waal," lays John Gilling- 
ham in tlie American accent 
for which he makes no apology 
("I was flat out acquiring this 
in order to level with the 
gays"), "it was and still is 
mighty tough going. 

"In Chicago there are 5000 
teenagers formed into 255 
gangs, many with their own 
elaborate constitutions." 

The « "W in Chicago 
have various schemes for husi- 
ing gangs and luring leaders 
through the dsari. 

Spearheading this work are 
the Detach men, specially 
trained young social workers 
introduced hy the Chicago 
Youth Commission in recent 
years, who infiltrate the gangs. 

"'Jlicse men do magnificent 
work," John explained. "Risk, 
iog their necks, they hang 
around street corners and pool- 
rooms, exchanging blows to 
prore their toughness, living 
on their wils and resourceful- 
ness. 

"When they fee] sufficiently 
confident to reveal their 
identity, thry offer 'Y' facilities 
as club meeting places. 

"They are the big brothers 
to the gangs." 

Chicago's biltcTty cold, long 
winters help to get gangs into 
the "Y." but it hasn't always 
been possible to keep them 
there. 

"We nflen collected knives 
at the door, but general rules 
had to be enforced slowly," 
John xaid. 

"We admonished them for 
minor offences, with our back 
always against a wall — to

"To win their respect, wc 
often had to greet them good- 
naturedly with a left to the 
solar plexus — or hall-drown 
them in horseplay in the swim- 
ming-pool." 

Physical toughness is one 
of the first childhood lessons 
the West Siders learn. Few 
fivc-year-ulds, even, know how 
to cry. 

John Cillirigham finds him- 
self still worrying about "my 
boys." 

"The battle in West Side, 
Chicago — and you can have 
no conception ol it here in 
Australia — is only beginning," 
he said.

"ilh that of Mimi and "La Boheme" for yet another reason. She was 
discussing epitaphs with a friend one day and he suggested that hers 
was obvious. "'Addio, senza rancor (Farewell, f wish thee well),' the 
words of Mimi, that role you loved so well," he said. "Yes, thai is what 
I would like," she replied. Her son, George Armstrong, did nnl forget 
her wish, and so Mimi's farewell is written on Melba's simple tomb in 
the country cemetery at Lilvdale, Victoria, not far from her home.

Wherever she went it went, Ido, 
and not cnurely for utilitarian reasons. "Melba liked to hear her kettle 
singing," her maid and dresser of many years once said. "Even when 
she didn't want any tea, she sometimes asked me to put it on so she 
cuuld hear the cheery whistling of the steam.*' In her will Melba left it 
to her granddaughter, Pamela Armstrong, now Lady Vestey. 



• With her adored "Bully" 
beside her, Melba sits

So it v. important for a 
father Co I. w enough rhild 
management as soon as he 
can, to enable him tn ferl en- 
tirely confident when the need 
arises to feed, bath, or change 
his offspring 

The fact thai he knows how 
to do these things himself 
i. ».►■*•. not mean that he should 
have \u do them more than 
occasionally because, after all, 
ir is not his job. 

But it does mean thai as 
the hahies- of the fnmily grow 
in lo (odd le n an d sehoo I- 
cfnhfrrn their happy ronfl- 



denre in the playmate they 
have learn t to call "Dad " 
grows and matures into a very 
satisfactory relationship, too. 

''Mum," whn is responsible 
for the smooth miming of the 
home, will continue to be 
authority within ii. but it will 
gradually transpire thai there 
are many interesting and ex- 
citing aspects of life about 
whirh "Dad" can give a gTeat 
deal of information and 
assistance. 

lie it is who will be most 
likely to give the first bicycle 
lessons, and il will oftra be be 
who knows curious and inter- 
esting tcchmtal farts on scien- 
tific and engineering subject*;. 

So when there has bern 
friend ly contact from the 
earliest days there is no need 
for the most timid child to 
feel afraid even if this infor- 
mation is given in a rather 
gruff voice. 

Disastrous dads 

For, bcuides being rather 
ejeciting, this voice can hiin^ 
confidence if and when things 
begin to look a little frighten- 
ing. 

1 have heard it uiid that 
men have not as much 
patience us women when deal- 
ing with the incessant que* 
Tionj of the very young. 

But this 1 think is not a 
matter of sex at all but simply 
the character of the individual. 

Another excellent result of 
a good father-child relation- 
ship is that children ran learn 
naturally and wiihuut any 
shock that men and women 
think along quite different 
lines, even when the conclu- 
sions they reach are the same. 

Once they grasp this point, 
they will ins tine lively ap- 
proach each parent in the way 
most likely to he well re- 
ceived. 

This is not necessarily guile 
but just common srnsr, and 
gives valuable pfRCdCO lor 
easy social relHtionships later 
on at fcCuPol or at work. 

In the course uf a long life, 
drvntrd largely to the teach- 
ing of parentcraft, I have 
come across more disastrous 
fa then than inadequa te 
mothers but I feel sure that 
this is mainly herausc the for- 
mer have had so little help 
in learning their highly tkillrd 
craft. 

Now that so many young 
parents are recognising the 
impniHiirr of l>oth father Jind 
mother bringing up the chil- 
dren, I feel sute that father- 
craft will be studied with 
mure enthusiasm and this 
"combined operation" will 
produce families of whnni 
both partners may be equally 
proud.

9 So you're 13 or 14 or maybe more, 
and you think you mightn't make the 
grade as a success when you grow up? 



THIS is a very real problem. 
For teenagers the future CAN 
be rather frightening — how they 
will make out, with work, a 
mystery- 

This growing-pain is particularly 
found among young people who leave 
school early and find the work available 
limited in scope, who cannot straight- 
off choose the carter, or who drift into 
dead-end jobs. 

However, for anyone starting out in 
life who is bedevilled by such doubts 
alir.nl grtiin^ to the Lop of the tree (or 
at least on to a reasonably high bran, h i 
(here is considerable comlort. 

This solace can be drawn from the 
stories nf peoplr of humbh- origin who 
ride, or have ridden, high in Australian 
commerce, politics, religion, and public 
service. They overcame hardships, poor 
education, and other apparent stumb- 
ling blocks to success. 

These tenacious lop-lincrs prove 
dearly that just as "great oaks from 
little acorns Brow," great leaders, too, 
grow from "little" people. 

Take, for instance, the story of a 
Melbourne bny called Billy. 

In the 1890s, al the tender age of 12, 
Billy's boyhood — school, skinned knees, 
"shiners," stick-jaw sweets — ended, and 
he went to work as a water-boy in a 
glass factory, serving thirsty workmen. 

He worked his way up in the busi- 
ness, in Ixilh the fields of labor — at 18 
he was a union secretary — and man- 
agement. 

Who is Billy, the boy laborer and 
teenage trade unionist? In 1957, aged 
75, he retired — internationally knt*wn 
as Mr. W, J. (for William John) 
Smith, managing-director of the huge 
Australian Consolidated Industries 
group. 

Now, let's meet Reggie, who, ill 1923, 
left his Victorian technical rollegr at 
the age of it with little more than a 
luve for machinery. 

Al 17, Reggie was assembling knit' 
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ting and sewing-mar hinet in a factory 
for 7/b an hour. 

He then struck CHU on his own, run- 
ning a hire-car service and operating 
a one-plane "airline." 

Today Mr. Reginald Myles A use ft 
owns, among other things, thriving 
airlines, a chain of hotels, itnd a Heel 
of tourist buses — a business empir- 
ruler who started his climb, with £ , 
sky the limit, literally, at 14. 

Then there was a young English™. iv 
named Bill, who migrated to Ameri< a 
late last century at thr age of 16. 

He didn't prosper there, so three 
years later, in I8fs4, he arrived in 
Roekhampton, Queensland. 

He missed out, however, on the first 
job (nr which he applied there, in a 
meatwnrks. 

fcgfl huge estate 

Alter eventually hemming a butcher- 
boy he moved to Melbourne, where, 
with his savings, he bought a butcher 
shop. 

from Ihc time he arrived in Aus- 
tralia Bill had been fascinated by the 
idea of exporting fmren meat. He de- 
cided, literally, to get in for his chop! 

What became of the ambitious 
butcher -boy? 

When he died, in 19fi7, Sir William 
Angliss lefi on estate of £3,932,542— 
the largest ever granted probate in 
Australia. 

And let's not overlook Franc, 19, a 
foine broth ol an Irish bhoy who 
arrived in Victoria in 1852 from 
County Tippetary, with lirtle more 
than the clothes he wore, £20 borrowed 
from his mother, and the legendary 
luck of the Irish. 

Young Franc, although he probably 
had lime lot youthful pastimes {I 
suppose they bad shamrock-'n-roll in 
Ireland!), mainly sought fame ;in-l for- 
tune on the Virinrian goldfields. 

His gold-digging didn't pan nut hut 
he became a successful dealer and 
trader on l be fields. 






TYCOON W. J. Smith — aged 12. 

With his p rob 1 5 he soon bought a 
Victorian sheep station, then more 
pastoral property - and more. 

Franc — the 19-year-old to whom 
a gold-digger wasn't just a greedy 
datel — is remembered today as the 
founder of ihe famous Australian 
pastoral dynasty the FalLiners. 

In 1900, a Bathurst, N.S.W., boy 
everyone called Ben (even though bis 
first Christian name was, in fact, Joe), 
left school, aged 15, and took a job 
al a cashier's assistant in a general 
store. 

At 17 he became an N.S.W. Govern-

Recently, Mr. Stanley fc. Wilson was 
a leading figure, as chairman of direc- 
tors of Farmer's, in the £22 million 
take-over nf the Sydney store by the 
Vfver rilnpoiiuin. Melbourne. 

A hoy named Lcs, bom in the Sid- 
ney suburh uf Ganlrihur) , was 
orphaned at eight and left school at 
, too. 

His first job was as office-boy. and 
eventually he became, while still quile 
.1 s.'.iunt -.haver, ;i partnet in .1 re.tl- 
estate business which went broke. 

Lcs — Mr. I. J. Hooker — today is 
a national leatleT in real estate and 
nther commercial fields, head of an 
estimated £1 1 million empire. 

Gninridcntally, an L. J. Hooker deal 
recently brought back memories of yet 
another self-made man from a humble 
start for whom 13 meant only good 
luck. 

His name was Sid. burn near Ade- 
laide in 1857, and ut 13 he bought 3 
one-eyed horse for £2/10/- and set 
out for N.S.W. with the hone and five 
diilllngs in his pocket. 

While still a youth, Sid became a 
horse and rattle trader — and went cm 
to jrrratcr things, eventually owning or 
having interests in land covering an 
estimated 107,000 square mile*. When 
he died his estate was sworn at 
£300,000. 

The interstate traveller and trader 
at 13 was also knighted in 1921, and 
his full name — Sir Sidney Kidman — 
livr-S on. 

The deal which recalled Sir Sidney's 

success? 

A property once owned by the knight, 
Victoria River Downs, in ihr Northern 
Territory — at 5195 square miles the 
biggest cattle station in the world— was 
pari of a £!^ million purchase hy Mr 
Hooker. 

Then, of course, tliere was a buy 
named Edward, who was born at Cntm- 
.unfile. N.S.W., in 1 887, the ion nf 
nn English migrant, and who moved to 
Sydney as a baby. 

Edward started work at Ifl, doing

odd jobs after school and at week- 
ends. 

He also left school at 13, for a job 
in a furniture factory. When he was 
16 hr was in charge of the factory and 
only a few years later set up hu own 
furaiiure-inanufaciuruig business. 

His eventual big career — making 
refrigerator* — doeui't mean Edward 
has a "cold" heart. 

Fun { through "his" Sydney Zoo ) and 
financial aid (through his many philan- 
thropic gifts) have been given to thou- 
sands of Australians by Sir Edward 
Hallstroni. 

Yet another lucky (Ihirjterner was 
link- Billy, who in 19CM (he was born 
at Pambula, on the N.S.W. South Coast 
in 1891] left school in Sydney's Surry 
Hills and went to work sweeping the 
floors of a drugstore. 

Soon he changed jobs, becoming an 
apprentice boilcnnuker. 

At this stage Billy's future did not 
look too bright. 

Orercaiiig abstarles 

However, undeterred, Billy became a 
barnMrr, Premier uf N S W., a knight, 
and Governor-General of Australia. He 
i> Sir William John McKelL 

(It's quite interesting to note, by the 
way. that, apart from his working start 
at 13, Sir William's political life was 
studded with lucky 13*. In one year, 
1920, be was number 13 on a ballot 
paper, 1 3th man in Premier John 
Storey's Ministry, look office on April 
13, and received number 13 parlia- 
mentary gold pass!] 

Religion, too, provides the story of 
an Australian who left srhool when 
his age had reached the "devil's num- 
ber," yet, paradoxically, became an 
internationally known man of God! 

Norman, fiorn at Glebe, Sydney, in 
1896, left srhool at 13 and became- 
a P.M-G. messenger boy — as Sir Pat- 
rick McGovem, whom I have men- 
tioned, had, 1 

In 1914, aged IB, he joined the 
Naval Wireless Transport Service and 
in the ship Hessrn served at die land- 
ing at Gallipoli on April E5, 1915. 

Later he entered the priesthood, anil 
today the one-time messenger boy and 
sailor is Cardinal Gilrby, Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of Sydney — the 
first Australian-horn cardinal 

Well, there you are. Those are the 
stories of just some of the men who 
show that the "school or hard knot ks" 
often lias famous old boys.

THE LIFETIME READING PLAN 



• HENRIK IBSEN (1828-1906): 
Selected Plays 

JBSEN has had an enormous influence on 
the modem theatre. Single-handed, he 
destroyed the lifeless, mechanical, "well- 
ttutdc' play which was dominating Europe 
when he began lti« life work. 

lie intrndueed a new realism, and made 
plays out of people, rather than just situa- 
tions. He is the grandfather of modern social 
drama. 

There arc at least three ways of looking 
at Ibsen. 

Ill (lie first view, to many, he is a superb 
craftsman — without a message — whose 
originality lay in taking idem accepted 
by intelligent people, and giving them a new 
setting — the stage. Ibsen himself said: U A 
dramatist's hminess is not to answer ques- 
tions, bat merely to ask them " 

St- .jti'IU Ibsen had a profound influence 
cm George Bernard Shiiw. Shaw sees the 
theatre of Ihscrt as the Ithrrator of the 19th- 
cenlury middle-class from false ideas of 
"goodness." To him, Ibsen was essentially a 
teacher. 

Whether or not Shaw's summing-up of 
Ibsen is accurals, it does seem fair to say 
thai Ibsen's plays, particularly those dealing 
with marriage, the position of women, and 
people's ideas of the conventions, actually 
had a very deep effect on the ideas of his 
own generation, and of succeeding geneca- 
tiuus. 

The third view of Ibsen is that of Ibsen 
the poet- But llis poetry suffers a great deal 
in translation from its original Norwegian. 
To Norwegians, his early "Peer Gynt," writ- 
ten in verse, is a kind of epic, an ironic 
summing-up of the Norwegian character. 

The plays of Ibsen recommended for read- 
ing arc arranged in order of their com- 
position. Possibly the finest arc "Peer Gynt" 
and "The Wild Duck," but critics do not 
agree absolutely on Ibsen's best work. 

Try "Peer Gynt," "A Doll's House," 
"Ghusti," "An Enemy of the Pcoplr." "The 
Wild Duck," "Hedda Gaoler," "The Master 
Builder," "When We Dead Awake." 



• GEORGE BERNARD SHAW 
(1856-1950): Selected Plays 

For the better part of a century G.B.S. t as 
he was known, explained and advertised 
himself with dazzling wir, remarkable energy, 
and great clarity. 

. He left behind him, in addition to a vast 
library uf correspondence, 33 massive 
volumes of plays, prefaces, novel*, economic 
essay*, pain phletfl, IL lerary , dramatic, and 
musical criticism, and miscel tan eons writings 
dealing with every major even. — and many 
trivial ones— of his lime. 

No one can come close to any haif-doaeit 
of his be.it plays and prefaces without having 
his mind shaken, made aware, or even 
changed. 

Today, many critic? pass Shaw hy, or 
stress his shortrnmiiigs — his Lark of any 
other than intellectual pawion; fork of the 
sense of tragedy we find in the tireoks or 
in Shakespeare; lack of what we caLi poetry. 

Others are convinced that in 50 years* 
time, Shaw will bulfc larger than ho ever 
did in rhe put, and That he will be recog- 
nised 3% a supreme prose "writer in the 
"plain" s(y).\ and lhat, at an influential 
personality, he will rank with Voltaire, Tab- 
toy, and Dr. Johnson. 

Always read the prefaces that usually a< - 
company .Shaw's plays. As prose they axe 
masterly. Aj arjmmenu. they are often more 
persnaaivr than the plays themselves (see; the 
Preface to "And mc lei and the Lion" on the 
prospect* of Christianity). 

Arrangrd in order nf production or publi- 
cation, this list givrs some idea of the de- 
velopment of Shaw'* mind during his most 
productive period, 1894-1923; 

"Atiils and the Man," "( l.indidd," "The 
DevJI's Disciple," '^Caesar and Cleopatra,"

"Androcles and ihe lion," "Pygmalion," 
"Heartbreak Hoiue," "Back to Methuselah/'
